DOG 


DIES IN 
ATTACK 


Bull terrier belonged to girlfriend

A MAN has died after being 
attacked by his girlfriend’s 
Staffordshire bull terrier. 

Barry Walsh, 46, suffered fatal 
injuries at the home he shared with 
his partner in Valkyrie Road, 
Westcliff, on Tuesday. 

The 36-year-old girlfriend, who 


has not been named, was initially 
arrested, but later released without 
charge. The dog involved has since 
been destroyed. 

A post-mortem examination 
found the cause of Mr Walsh’s 
death to be internal bleeding. 

An inquest opened on Friday 


where more details of the injuries 
were read to the court. They includ¬ 
ed lacerations of the spleen and 
blunt force trauma to the left chest. 

A spokesperson from Essex 
Police said: “There appears to have 
been an incident whereby the man 
was bitten by the dog. 


“It is likely that during the inci¬ 
dent the man sustained an injury to 
his back and this then caused dam¬ 
age to his spleen. 

“It is not possible to say how that 
back injury was caused.” 

Police will now prepare a file for 
the coroner. An inquest into the 
death will now be set up by the 
Essex coroner’s office. 

It is due to held on August 4.

A rough challenge to raise 
homelessness awareness

SOUTHEND YMCA will be holding a Sleep 
Easy event to raise awareness and generate 
funds to help combat youth homelessness. 

This is the second year that Southend YMCA 
has delivered Sleep Easy and following the suc¬ 
cess of the first is looking to make 2014 the 
biggest year ever.

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Teen jailed 
for 21 years 


A MAN has been given a 21-year prison 
sentence following a series of vicious 
attacks in Southend last Summer. 

Unemployed Eric Brophy , 18, of St 
Mary’s Road, Southend, pleaded guilty to 
three counts of GBH with intent, one count 
of actual bodily harm, five counts of rob¬ 
bery and two attempted robberies which all 
happened in the Southend area in June and 
July 2013. 

He was sentenced at Basildon Crown 
Court, on Friday, January 10. 

Investigating officer, Dc Mike 
Buckingham, described Brophy as a dan¬ 
gerous individual who injured six victims 
in the space of a four week period. 

He said: “Two of his victims sustained 
life threatening injuries. 

“It shouldn't be forgotten that all four 
separate incidents were horrific in their 
own right and some of his victims are still 
struggling to come to terms with their trau¬ 
matic ordeals. 

“Our community is clearly a much safer 
place now that he is behind bars.”

Senior coroner for Essex 
Caroline Beasley-Murray said 
she was committed to providing 
the best possible service to those 
who attend inquests. 

She said: “This new facility will 
help us provide further support to 
people at what is an extremely dif¬ 
ficult time.”

Mr Grimston explained he 
had to change some of the 
grammar in the book to suite 
the American dialect. 

He said: “The actual plot of 


the story has changed a little, 
but for the better, I think. 

“It didn’t take too long to 
change things in the book and 
the new front cover is new as 
well. The story is a bit darker 
than it was for the UK release. 

“It feels really good knowing 
that my book is on sale in the 
States. People can also get it 
off of Amazon too so really it 
is globally available.”

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Prof stumbles on Frankenstein author’s letters 

A monster find! 


UNPUBLISHED letters 
by the Frankenstein author 
Mary Shelley have been 
discovered in the Essex 
Record Office. 

The find was made by a 
professor from the city’s 
Anglia Ruskin University, 
who stumbled upon 13 
unpublished letters by the 
writer. 

Professor Nora Crook 
hit on the collection as she 
was searching for another 
author. The 13 letters were 
written by Mary Shelley 
to a Horace Smith and his 
daughter, Eliza, between 
1831 and 1849. 

Smith was a stockbro¬ 
ker, author, wit, and friend 
of the poet Percy Bysshe 
Shelley, Mary’s husband. 

After Shelley drowned in 
1822, Smith and his fami¬ 
ly befriended the grieving 
Mary. 

Prof Crook, emerita pro¬ 
fessor of English literature 
at Anglia Ruskin and a 
renowned Shelley scholar, 
said: “It is through one of 
Smith’s daughters that the letters came to the 
Essex Record Office. No-one would have 
thought to look there for letters from Mary 
Shelley to Smith, as Smith had no immediate 
connection with Essex. 

“However, his youngest daughter married into 
the Round family from Birch near Colchester, 
and was the mother of J Horace Round, a 
famous Victorian historian who translated the 
portion of the Domesday Book covering 
Essex. The letters, which Smith probably kept 
because they involved interesting cases of liter¬ 


ary censorship, are in the 
Round family papers.” 

Although Shelley let¬ 
ters have surfaced over 
the past 25 years, a size¬ 
able cache like this is 
rare. 

Horace Smith had a 
habit of destroying let¬ 
ters, and no-one expected 
that any sent to him by 
Mary Shelley would ever 
turn up, let alone so 
many. There are some 
amusing details, like a 
glimpse of Mary sum¬ 
moning a hairdresser at 
3 am so she could look 
her best for William IV’s 
coronation the following 
morning. 

Prof Crook is no 
stranger to Shelley dis¬ 
coveries involving cen¬ 
sorship. Last February 
she was at the centre of a 
group of scholars who 
verified a newly found 
hand-corrected copy of 
Percy Bysshe Shelley’s 
Laon and Cythna. The 
corrections were expur¬ 
gations made to avoid prosecution for blasphe¬ 
my. 

The professor added: “If it hadn’t been for the 
record office’s excellent archivists, I certainly 
would never have stumbled across the letters. 
You can work out how the letters came to the 
record office with a bit of sleuthing, but to get 
to them in the first place you need a lucky 
break.”

Advice For The Young At Heart

B AFTA-winning playwright, Roy 

Williams, brings his new play “Advice 
for the Young at Heart’ to the 
Towngate Theatre, Basildon, this month as 
part of Holocaust Memorial Day. 

While the play, commissioned by Theatre 
Centre, is not about the holocaust itself, it 
does focus on evil prejudices says Roy, 
whose career has included writing many 
award-winning plays. 

Advice for the Young at Heart, which will

be staged at Towngate Theatre as part of its 
memorial event on January 27, focuses on 
the choices made by one family over the 
course of three generations during riotous 
times, and explores race, family and mis¬ 
guided loyalty. 

It looks at events in 2011 and 1958, when 
London is rioting and follows the story of 
Candice who is ordered by her gang-leading 
boyfriend to lure Clint into a honey trap. But, 
haunted by her grandfather’s mistakes, she 
stands at a crossroads. 

Will she do as she’s told, or will she learn 
to be true to herself before history repeats 
itself? 

Roy, said: “It is not in any way about the 
holocaust or war but touches on evil preju¬ 
dices. It does deal with prejudice at a most 
horrible level.” 

“It was inspired by the riots two year ago,” 
adds Roy. “It’s a play about how a young girl 
sees herself and using the riots as a back¬ 
drop. 

“I have mirrored that with another story 
about riots in Notting Hill, where I grew up. 
As well as looking at the story of the girl, it 
also looks at the story of a teenage boy in 
1958. 

“It looks at how teenagers are viewed not 
just today, but in the past. I have book 
ended the two stories together really.” 


The play has been touring schools and 
theatres since September last year and is 
just one of many works by Ray that have 
made an impact on society. 

Williams has received many awards includ¬ 
ing the George Devine Award for Most 
Promising Playwright for Lift Off in 2000, the 
Evening Standard Award for Most Promising 
Playwright for his play Clubland in 2001, the 
2002 Bafta Award for Best Schools Drama 
for Offside, and the South Bank Show Arts 
Council Decibel Award in 2004. 

Most recently Roy, who was appointed an 
Officer of the Order of the British Empire 
(OBE) 

for Services to Drama in the 2008 Birthday 
Honours and sits on the board of trustees 
for Theatre Centre, was nominated for the 
Evening Standard Award for Best New Play 
and the Olivier Award for Best New Play in 
2011 for Sucker Punch. 

Roy, who says it always makes him feel 
great when he sees one of his plays on 
stage, said: “I have always enjoyed literature 
and theatre from a young age and fortunate¬ 
ly I have been able to do this for 15 years.” 

While Roy did various jobs after leaving 
school at the age of 18, it was not until he 
was 25 that he took a theatre-writing degree 
at Rose Bruford College. The rest, as they 
say, is history. 


Organised by Basildon Forum of Faiths 
and supported by Basildon Council, the 
Holocaust Memorial Day event also includes 
an exhibition on Jewish Holocaust victim, 
Anne Frank, and a talk by guest speaker 
and Holocaust survivor, John Fieldsend. 

Councillor Terri Sargent, Basildon Council’s 
cabinet member for community services, 
said: “Tickets are available on a first come, 
first served bases for this international, 
thought provoking event. 

“HMD challenges us all through its “jour¬ 
neys” theme to look at our behaviour and 
how making certain life choices can posi¬ 
tively and negatively impact our family, 
friends and the communities which we live 
in. 

“On the day drama, song and a presenta¬ 
tion from a Holocaust survivor will be used 
to emphasise the steps we can take to pre¬ 
vent the prejudice and intolerance of the 
past from happening in today’s society.” 

Tickets for the event, which takes place 
from 3pm to 6pm on Monday, January 27, 
at the Towngate Theatre’s Mirren Studio, 
also includes a buffet meal and singing from 
Woodlands School Choir, cost just £5 each.

New dogs, 
old tricks 


The Wolf of Wall Street 
(18,180 mins) 

B ASED on the memoir 
of New York stockbro¬ 
ker Jordan Belfort, 

The Wolf Of Wall Street is a 
lurid portrait of debauchery 
following the same mis¬ 
aligned moral compass as 
Oliver Stone's Oscar-win¬ 
ning 1987 drama Wall 
Street. 

Greed isn't just good, it's 
a cornerstone of this gaudy, 
hallucinogenic American 
dream, allowing the 
unscrupulous to prey on the 
weak and vulnerable in 
order to finance flashy 
apartments, fast cars and 
copious amounts of nose 
candy. 

It's hard to believe that 
71-year-old Martin 
Scorsese, whose last film 
was the family-friendly fan¬ 
tasy Hugo, is the ringmaster 
of this booze-, sex-, coke- 
and testosterone-fuelled cir¬ 
cus. 

The director pulls no 
punches in his depiction of 
Belfort's wild excesses 
including myriad scenes of 
pill-popping and a slow 
motion orgy on a private jet 
- the film wears its 18 cer¬ 
tificate as a badge of hon¬ 
our. 

"On a daily basis, I take 
enough drugs to sedate 
Manhattan, Staten Island 
and Queens... for a month," 
boasts Jordan (Leonardo 
DiCaprio) in his opening 
voiceover. 


He owns a sprawling man¬ 
sion replete with swimming 
pool, tennis court and 
waterfall, plus a white Ferrari 
"like Don Johnson's in 
Miami Vice." 

In flashback, we meet 
Jordan as he nervously 
starts a position with bro¬ 
kers at Rothschild, where 
charismatic golden boy, 

Mark Hanna (Matthew 
McConaughey), takes the 
newcomer under his tailored 
wing. 

In the aftermath of Black 
Monday, Jordan loses his 
job and is forced to sell 
penny stocks at a fly-by- 
night operation in Long 
Island. 

Blessed with the gift of the 
gab, Jordan excels and 
decides to open his own 
firm, Stratton Oakmont, with 
salesman Donnie Azoff 
(Jonah Hill). The business 
goes from strength to 
strength and Jordan jetti¬ 
sons his wife Teresa (Cristin 
Milioti) to romance blonde 
bombshell Naomi Lapaglia 
(Margot Robbie). 

Meanwhile, the 
'work hard, play 
harder' mantra of 
Stratton Oakmont 
attracts the attentions 
of tenacious FBI Agent 
Patrick Denham (Kyle 
Chandler), who 
resolves to bring down 
Jordan and his glutto¬ 
nous inner circle. 

As the noose tightens 
around Jordan's neck, he 
involves Naomi's aunt

Emma (Joanna Lumley) in 
his enterprises and attempts 
to deposit money in a Swiss 
bank account overseen by 
Jean Jacques Saurel (Jean 
Dujardin). 

The Wolf Of Wall Street 
howls but doesn't bite. It 
offers us a cautionary tale 
that revels in Jordan's tri¬ 
umphs for so long, we 
almost forget he must get 
his comeuppance. 

Scorsese's directorial brio 
coupled with DiCaprio's 
twitchy lead performance 
ease some of the pain of 
the excessive running time, 
and the nasty stink of the 
script's depiction of women 
as suckers and sex objects. 

While individual scenes 
pulsate with misplaced 
youthful exuberance, as a 
whole, The Wolf Of Wall 
Street and its repugnant 
characters overstay their 
welcome. We hanker for a 
shower to wash away the 
grubbiness and grime of 
Jordan's enterprises well 
before the three hours are

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RSPB restores marsh to former glory 



AKE a walk on the wild side 
at South Essex's newest 
nature reserve, which opened 
to the public in the autumn thanks 
to more than £5million of funding. 

The ancient landscape of Bowers 
Marsh in Pitsea, which has played a 
vital role in the lives of local people 
and wildlife over the year, has been 
carefully restored by the RSPB. 

Thanks to funding from Essex 
County Council, Veolia Ltd, Veolia 
North Thames Trust, Parklands 
South Essex and the Homes and 
Communities Agency, around 260 
hectares of wetland habitats have 
been created, with saline and 
freshwater lagoons, scrapes, 
ditches, reedbed and areas of wet 
grassland, as well as areas of 
arable land and hedgerows. But 
it’s not just birds that the RSPB 
wants to attract as the reserve has 
been created with all nature in 
mind including water voles as 
many of the ditches have been 
profiled to their ideal habitat. 

After opening to the public in the 
autumn the reserve is now ready 
and waiting for visitors to explore 
this winter alongside hundreds of 
migrating waders who have made 
the marsh their home until spring. 

The marsh, viewed by Essex 
County Council as one of the envi¬ 


ronmental treasures of the county, 
is part of the wider environmental 
regeneration of South Essex. 

Bowers boasts four miles of 
nature trails that can be explored 
on foot, as well as three viewing 
points and two picnic areas, and 
no matter what time of year you 
visit you are sure to see something 
different. 

During the spring there’s plenty 
of bird song as different species 
compete to establish territories 
and attract a mate, while in the 
summer you can see many young 
birds that have just emerged from 
their nests. 

In the autumn you will see large 
movements of migrating birds 
including those heading for warmer 
climates in the south and those 
heading for the UK from the cold 
Arctic winter. Now, during the win¬ 
ter, the reserve attracts large flocks 
of birds gathering to feed and 
ducks, as well as others flying at 
dusk to form large roosts to keep 
warm. 

Regular wildlife species include 
lapwings, skylarks and turtle doves 


in the spring; damselflies, dragon¬ 
flies and an abundance of butter¬ 
flies in the summer; an increase of 
wildfowl numbers in the autumn; 
and birds of prey including pere¬ 
grines during the winter. 

Those wanting to explore the 
reserve can choose from three 
trails including the one kilometre 
Hedgerow Stroll, which is perfect 
for those who want to take it easy 
or for those with small children and 
remains close to the car park. 

There is also a two kilometre 
Lapwing Trail, along which you can 
explore the wetland and grassland 
sides of the reserve, and a five 
kilometre long Wetland Trail where 
you can take in much of the 
reserve including its lagoons, graz¬ 
ing marsh and reedbeds. 

All of the paths are pushchair 
and wheelchair friendly except for 
the East Haven viewing point. 

It has taken the RSPB just four 
years to transform 667 acres of 
land at the site in Pitsea Hall Lane, 
on the boundary of Pitsea and 
Bowers Gifford, thanks to a 150 
year lease from owners, Veolia 


Environmental Services. 

Paying just a peppercorn rent for 
the land, to ensure it is not devel¬ 
oped for many decades to come, 
the project has provided some¬ 
thing special for the people of 
Basildon and beyond.

Q. I recently accidentally overheard two 
estate agents discussing so-called 'serious 
buyers. 1 How can I ensure they take me 
seriously? 

A. The truth is that few of us genuinely 'have' to 
move home. Those relocating because of their 
job, or up-scaling because they desperately 

need more room for a growing family; those in financial difficulties or who are in 
the throes of divorce - such people really have no choice in the matter. These are 
the truly motivated buyers and sellers. The 'serious' ones, if you like. 

As for most of us - probably as much as 60-70% of the total - the truth is that we 
don't really need to move at all. Instead, it's a lifestyle choice. In other words, we 
don't really have to buy, but we will - if the right property comes along. 

Ironically, however, we all still want to be taken equally seriously by estate agents. 
So, if you want to be considered a 'serious' buyer, here are some tips: 

1. Have your finance in place and give the agent full details. I know it's your 
private affair, but if you want to be taken seriously by a seller, the agent needs 
to know. 

2. Decide the kind of property you want and be realistic. With your finance in 
place, only look at what you can genuinely afford, otherwise you are wasting 
your time, the seller's and the agent's - and they won't like you for it! 

3. Set a timescale to buy, not just 'whenever. 1 If you speak to an agent and give 
them a timescale, you will move up the ladder as a 'serious buyer'. 

4. If you have no idea on timing, don't hassle agents to register you on their 
database. Instead, just keep checking what's available online. Only do the 
rounds of the local agents once you have done your own research and know 
what the market has to offer. You will quickly discover the agents you want to 
deal with - the ones who really know their area and the types of property 
available. 

5. Once you yourself are sure you are 'serious 1 , then that's the time to make 
yourself known to your chosen agents. That way, you can be sure of getting 
the phone call or email alert, when the right kind of property turns up.

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Diesel saved 
Hs £45 a week

M AKING the switch from petrol to 
diesel is still a journey into the 
unknown for many a driver but we 
have just done it and saved a pretty penny. 

Downsizing is the name of the game and 
we swapped our two-litre petrol turbo Ford 
S-MAX EcoBoost for a 1.6-litre diesel Focus 
ECOnetic with astonishing results. 

In the past five months we have covered 
10,485 miles and clocked up an average of 
58.19mpg, a very respectable figure given 
that most of our journeys involved long 
stretches of motorway driving. 

The average speed has been 39.5mph 
which is the equivalent of two, full, working 
days behind the wheel every week and we 
have logged every mile between fill ups 
using data from the car’s onboard computer. 

Overall, the Focus has used 180.2 gallons 
of fuel at a cost of £1,125.43 with the aver¬ 
age cost of diesel at £6.24 per gallon or 
£1.37 a litre. Covering the same distance in 
the S-MAX, in which we averaged 29.5mpg, 
would have cost the best part of £1,900 and 
even though petrol is around 7p a litre 
cheaper than diesel that adds up to a saving 
of £780, or £45 per week. 

Over a year we reckon the Focus will 
shave £2,340 off our fuel bill. 

On top of that there is no road tax to pay, 
a further saving of £475 in year one and 
£260 per year thereafter. Business users will 
see even greater benefits. 

The Focus ECOnetic has a C02 rating of 
88g/km which attracts a 13 per cent tax 
charge for company car drivers - 16 per 
cent lower than the S-MAX. 

For high-mileage motorists the bonuses 
are plenty, yet even around town the Focus 
returned around 53 to the gallon. In our test 


the worst weekly figure was 50.8mpg and 
the best 66.6. But those figures are nowhere 
near the official 83.1 mpg Ford claims the 
ECOnetic can achieve. This makes it the 
most fuel efficient Focus ever and one of the 
most economical cars on the road. 

Excluding electric and hybrid vehicles, only 
a few others, such as Volkswagen, SEAT 
and Peugeot, have similarly sized cars which 
are in the same eco league. 

But this Focus is relatively expensive and 
the Zetec model we drove costs from 


£19,145. Add extras such as metallic paint 
and Ford’s DAB entertainment and naviga¬ 
tion system and the car hits £20,420. 

The ECOnetic is powered by a 1.6-litre 
diesel engine developing 104bhp which 
gives a healthy performance of 0 to 60 in 
11.8 seconds with a top speed of 116mph. 

The clever stuff on the economy front 
involves a stop/start system, changes to the 
turbo boost, revised gear ratios and 
improved aerodynamics including subtle 
spoilers front and rear and automatic shut-

ters on the grille which all help to reduce 
drag. It sits slightly lower than a convention¬ 
al Focus and looks good. 

Inside it is well-finished with manual air 
con, Ford’s SYNC connectivity system, 
which includes Bluetooth and emergency 
assist, is standard and so is voice control. 

There is also a quick-clear windscreen and 
the instruments have blue highlights. 

L uggage capacity is the same as any 
other Focus hatch which ranges from 
316 to 1,101 litres and the fuel tank 
holds 11.5 gallons a, range of around 700 
miles. That’s nothing to be sneezed at and 
with such economy, Ford’s ECOnetic 
technology offers plenty of food for thought. 

Our test in the Focus has cost 10.7p per 
mile in fuel. According to Ford’s official fig¬ 
ures it should have been 7.5p. 

Flashback to January 2009 when diesel 
cost £4.49 gallon and a Focus Zetec 1.6 
TDCi had an official average of 58.9mpg 
and the cost per mile would have been 7.6p 
- a telling statistic which puts the latest 
Focus ECOnetic up with the best when it 
comes to all round value for money.

RECENT severe weather is prompting many 
motorists to check their insurance cover. 

There are thousands out there who drive 
on what is generally known as “third party, 
fire and theft” cover and in most cases this 
does not include flood damage. 

One comparison site Gocompare.com is 
urging customers to check whether their car 
insurance covers water damage to their 
vehicle. Drivers with comprehensive insur¬ 
ance policies a most likely covered for this. 

However, a study by the comparison site 
found that 13 per cent of UK drivers opt for 
a “third party only”, or a “third party fire and 
theft” insurance policy, which means they 
would not be able to claim should their car 
be damaged by flooding. 

Many choose these kinds of cover as tra¬ 
ditionally it has been seen as cheaper. In 
reality the difference in price between third 
party fire and theft and comprehensive is 
often minimal, and comprehensive cover can 
be significantly cheaper than taking out a 
third party only policy. This is due to some 


insurers viewing drivers looking for compre¬ 
hensive cover as being more concerned 
about the wellbeing of their vehicle, and 
therefore more likely to look after it. 

And recent floods mean that there are a 
number of flood damaged cars on the sec¬ 
ond-hand market because not all drowned- 
out cars are write-offs. 

Some drivers without adequate insurance 
have just dried out their cars and sold them 
on, but these vehicles may house some 
expensive and sometimes dangerous faults. 

For instance, catalytic converter and 
exhaust system life might be reduced; wheel 
bearings could seize; brakes, alternator or 
starter motors could fail; airbag electronics 
could be seriously affected making airbags 
go off without cause or not work at all. 

So if buying a car from a private source 
always be cautious if there is water trapped 
in the light housings or there are massive 
amounts of condensation in the car. 

Always check if the airbag warning light is 
functioning and seek an explanation if there 
is water in the spare wheel well or if the car 
smells unduly of damp.
